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ANOTHER "MARS" MYSTERY

When my daughter, Roxanna Bankston,moved with her 

husband from Missouri to Pennsylvania, it seemed so 
far away that I thought she might as well have gone 
to Mars. Well, she did, to Mars, Pennsylvania, a 
small town in Cranberry Township some twenty miles 
north of Pittsburgh. 

Last August she called to tell me about an exci¬ 
ting archaeological find made by her neighbors, 
Frank and Marcie Negri, who were excavating beside 
their home to lay a foundation for a patio. Two 
limestone objects were uncovered, one a small fig¬ 
ure of a human head and the other a round, flat 
stone. The stones were found together and there 
were no other stone objects in the excavation. 

The head is about six inches in diameter and ap¬ 
pears to have been broken off from a statue or a 
bust (see Figure 1). The round stone is twenty- 
four inches in diameter and has a square hole in 
the center (see Figure 2).

An archaeologist (whose name cannot be disclosed) 
visited the site and examined the soil and the 
stone objects. In his opinion, the artifacts were 
removed from virgin soil and had been covered for 
at least 150 years. He thinks that the round stone 
was probably a grinding stone for a gristmill, 
although there is a groove in one of the faces 
which has him baffled. As to the head, he said he 
is totally ’’lost", but half-jokingly, he said that

it looks like the pictures of aliens that we are 
seeing so much of lately. Because the objects are 
made of limestone, there is nu dating technique 
which can be used to determine their age, however^ 
the archaeologist opined that they are n very old.'* 

The houses on the street where my daughter lives 
are all about ten years old and the land on which 
they are built was originally part of a large farm 
which covered most of Cranberry Township. The last 
surviving heir to the farm is a lady now in her 
eighties and when she was asked about the stone 
head and wheel, she said that she had never seen 
them before, nor anything like them. She did say 
that when she was a child, she and other family 
members found several IndLan arrowheads and pieces 
of pottery on the farm. 

Frank and Marcie Negri still have the two arti¬ 
facts. The head, now named "George”, adorns their 
mantlepiece.

THE CHINA-MEXICO BRONZE LINK IN ANCIENT TIMES

In the State of Colima in Mexico there is a le¬ 
gend which relates that several hundred years be¬ 
fore Christ, a Mexican King named lx ("eye") was 
governing the ancient Kingdom of Coliman, which 
had many beautiful temples and palaces. The fame of 
King lx and that of his Kingdom reached the remote 
Asiatic Continent because the ships of the Celes¬ 
tial Empire occasionally touched the Pacific Coast 
of Mexico. During those years, a very important 
Chinese dignitary named Wang Wei arrived in Colima 
at Xalahuac (Salagua) near Manzanillo Bay. This 
is the same place where Hernan Cortes, the Conque- 
rer of New Spain, constructed a shipyard hundreds 
of years later. 

Wang Wei was a noble man, very wealthy and influ¬ 
ential. Learning of his arrival. King lx sent an 
emissary to welcome Wang Wei to Coliman. The two 
men held a council at Salagua, comfortably seated 
in a warm sea pool on two stone seats that had been 
carved for King lx for just such special ceremon¬ 
ies. The stone seats are located on the- beach of 
"La Audiencia" and, according to Mrs.Maria Ahumada, 
Curator of the Museum of Archaeology in Colima, are 
still there. 

The legend continues that while travelling in 
the countryside, Wang Wei’s attention was drawn to 
the enormous Rock of Juluapan and he recommended 
that King lx build some chambers inside the Rock 
for safekeeping his treasures, including some of 
the presents which Wang Wei had brought to him from 
China. Also, he suggested that the chambers could 
be used in the future as a magnificent tomb for 
King lx and his family. 

A few years ago I visited the Museum of Archae¬ 
ology in Colima and saw on display some clay pots 
and other artifacts with Oriental symbols which had 
come from tombs near the Rock of Juluapan. The Co¬ 
lima region is very unstable seismically, has one 
of the largest active volcanoes in Mexico and is 
frequently rocked by earthquakes. After one such 
quake, one of the tombs at Juluapan opened reveal¬ 
ing some interesting artifacts. The objects, con¬ 
sisting of bronze tools, jingles or bells and a 
magnificent ring, are now on display in the Museum. 
Mrs. Ahumada, the Director, has estimated the age 
of the objects to be about 4000 years old. 

Figure A shows a photo of one of the bronze jin¬ 
gles, or bells, with my drawings of the bell from 
two views. The bronze ball is inside and cannot be 
seen. The design is completely Oriental and the en¬ 
graving is so delicate that I had to use a magni¬ 
fying glass to copy it. 

Figure B shows a photo of another of the bronze 
bells, with my drawings of two views of the bell. 
While of a different design, it is unmistakably 
Oriental. Originally this bell was overlaid with 
a fine fabric, traces of which can still be seen 
on it. 

Figure C shows a photo of the bronze ring and my 
drawings of three views of the detailed, elaborate 
engraving on the ring. The two chrysanthemums are 
separated by a special symbol, the combination of 
which symbolically represent the Yin and Yang for¬ 
ces of Chinese philosophy. The center of each flow¬ 
er is inlaid with a piece of mother of pearl. 

I was permitted to make a metallographic analysis 
of two of the small bronze tools from the same tomb. 
They are of two different alloys and the crystal¬ 
line structure of the material shows different 
manufacturing processes. 

The working of bronze(an alloy of copper and tin) 
into tools and artifacts began in Europe at about 
3500 BC, the beginning of the Bronze Age in human 
culture. It started in western Asia and Egypt some¬ 
what earlier.. According to orthodox archaeology, 
the ancient civilizations of Mexico around Colima

did not have the technology to work in bronze; how¬ 
ever, the artifacts found in the tomb at Colima 
were manufactured by the lost wax process of cast¬ 
ing. This process was widely used in manufacturing 
gold objects through Mexico. After making the met¬ 
allographic tests and knowing that the "primitive" 
tribes were working with bronze and gold using a 
highly specialized technology, such as the lost wax 
process, I came to the following conclusions: 

1. The bronze objects were brought to Mexico by 
the ancient Chinese; or 

2. The technology for making the objects was 
brought to Mexico by the same people; or 

3. Metallurgical technology was taught simultan¬ 
eously throughout the world by intelligent 
beings from outer space - ancient astronauts. 

I am more inclined to believe the last conclusion, 
but of one thing I am sure, there was a bronze link 
between America and Asia in the remote past before 
Christopher Columbus landed on our shores.

NIBIRU 

Zecharia Sitchin's 12th Planet, called "Nibiru" 
by the Sumerians and "Marduk" by the Babylonians, 
if it exists has five times the mass of Earth, 
travels an elliptic orbit around the Sun every 700 
to 1000 years, and was known to the Sumerians 6000 
years ago. Our little Moon produces tides of 10 
meters (32.8 feet) or so. Nibiru would produce a 
"Super-tide" on Earth, pulling the waters of our 
oceans up to where Noah's Ark was found on Mt.Ara¬ 
rat at the end of the "40 days and 40 nights" of 
rain.
